KidsBuild! 2007: A successful collaboration 


n January, the BSA’s YouthVisions Committee collaborated with 

the Institute of Contemporary Art in Boston for “KidsBuild! 

2007—ICA City.” The following article is excerpted from a report 

written by Jamie Davis, the ICA’s Government and Foundation 
Relations Manager. 

On January 27, The Institute of Contemporary Art part- 

nered with the Boston Society of Architects’ (BSA) YouthVisions 
Committee and Learning By Design to present KidsBuild! for fam- 
ily audiences. For the past 10 years, the BSA’s KidsBuild! events have 
been held in a variety of Boston area locations such as the Museum 
of Science; this was the ICA’s first involvement with the event. 


ICA director of education Ena Fox and family programs and art 
lab coordinator Kathleen Lomatoski worked with the BSA for more 
than a year to ensure a successful event. Frequent meetings between 
the organizations helped organize and manage donations, publicity, 
volunteers, printed materials, event set-up, and event flow to ensure 
a stimulating and educational event for as many children and 
families as possible. In-kind and cash contributions sponsoring this 
event came from a variety of sources, including architecture firms, 
businesses, and government and community agencies. [Ed. note: for 
a complete list of sponsors, visit architects.org/kidsbuild.] 

At the BSA’s suggestion, the ICA required pre-registration for 
families who wanted to participate in ICA City. The registration 
requirement and the event were advertised on the ICA website, at 
all ICA family programs prior to the event, in South Boston on 
Neighborhood Day, on the BSA website, in this newsletter, and 
the BSA’s weekly e-newsletter. Room for “drop-ins” on the day of 
the event accommodated as many as five families for each of the 
ten timeslots. Careful planning meant that very few families who 
showed up at the ICA without a registration but wanted to partici- 
pate were turned away. The box-city event served 279 families and a 
total of 1,116 individuals.

In addition, the museum also hosted an ICA Play Date—a free 
museum-wide event for families held on the last Saturday of each 
month—on the same day; an additional 389 individuals participated 
in events in the galleries including storytelling, book-making, and 
“Ask the Architect.” 


At the “ICA City” event, KidsBuild! volunteers and participating 
families explored the processes of design and urban planning and 
considered what buildings they would like to see join the ICA in 
the developing Seaport District through the following steps. After 
visiting the “Town Building Department” to choose a residential, 
commercial, industrial, or public-use building project, participants 
chose a building site on a large grid plan of Fan Pier and the Seaport 
District located on the ICA theater stage. Following the receipt of 
a building permit, the children obtained art materials from the 
“Building Yard” and, with the help of their family members and ar- 
chitects, created three-dimensional models of their buildings. After 
their completed buildings were inspected, participants were issued 
a certificate of occupancy by the KidsBuild! building inspector. 

All of these steps resulted in the ICA theater transformation into 
a densely-populated city full of imaginative architecture. The ICA 
is grateful for the Boston Foundation for Architecture’s support of 
this family event.
